New Delhi, the 3rd July, 1981 

S.O. 534(E) —The following proposals mide by the Central 
Government in exorcise of Ihe powers conferred by clause (b) 
of sub-section (1) of section 3 read with clause (lii) of sub¬ 
section (1) of section 4 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 (11 
of 1948), for revising the minimum rate of wages as specified 
in colunn 2 of the Schedule annexed hereto payable to the cate¬ 
gories of employees employed in the employmsnts in dolomite 
mines specified in the corresponding entries in column 1 of the 
said Schedule, are hereby published as required by clause (b) 
of sub-section (1) of section 5 of the said Act for informrtlon of 
all persons likely to be affected theieby and notice is hereby 
given that the said proposals will bo taken into consideration 
after the expiry of two months fiom the date of Publication of 
this nolilication in the Official Gazette. 

Any objections or suggestions which may bo received 
from any person with respect to the said proposals before the 
expiry of the period specified above will be duly considered by 
the Central Government.

Explanations:— 

1. The minimum rate of wages p.'opjsod by this notifica¬ 
tion are all-inclusive rates including the basic rate, the cost of 
living allowance and the cash value of concessional supply, if 
any, of essential commoditic.s and also include the wages paya¬ 
ble for the weekly day of rest, 

2. The minimum rates of wages are applicable to omployoos 
employed by contractors also. 

3. Where the prevailing rates of w.ages based on contract 
or agreement or otherwise are higher than the notified rates 
under the Act, the higher rates would bo protected and treated 
as minimum rates of wages for the purpose of this notification. 

4. For the purpose of this notification;— 

(a) “Unskilled work’’ is one which involves simple opera¬ 
tions requiring little or no skill or experience on the 
job. 

(b) “Semi-skIJIcd work’’ Is one which involves some degree 
of skill or competence acquired through experience 
on the job and which is capable of being performed 
under the supervision or guidance of a skilled employee 
and includes unskilled supervisory work ; 

(c) “Skilled work’’ is one which involves skill or compotanco 
acquired through experience on the job or through 
training as an apprentice or in a technical or vocational 
institute and the performance of which call.s for initia¬ 
tive and judgement. 

5. The minimum rates of wages for disabled persons and for 
persons below eighteen years of age shall bo hundred per cent 
and eighty per cent respectively of the rates payable to adult 
workers of the appropriate category.
